The 
ink pools and the crystal balls were 
there for show, and side by side with 
these symbols of occultism were the 
red fire, ang the bits of hair, nail 
pairings, rusty nails and bits of tiror 
which have for a long time past 
been the accessories to the practice

In one of the letters which De Voux 
sent to a married woman in New 
York City, he incorporated the fol- 
lowing instructions:

Enclosed you will find a small square 
brick and a cohe-shape package; at 
12 midnight you will place the two 
nails in a tin plate, with their heads 
in the opposite position or directions. 

“Now you willl take a match and 
light the corners of the brick and 
while the fire is burning you will 
blow it very hard for 18 times. Each 
time you blow on the fire you will 
make a wish relative to your great- 
est desire. 

Keeps Copies of Letters. 

“Now then you will please open the 
little cone-shape and pour very care- 
fully the contents on the top of the 
brick. Lace the fingers of. both 
hands together and hold them fn the 
smoke, Sit in this position until the 
smoke has ceased to rise, then leave 
the ashes all night and send them to 
me in the morning.” 

This is a sample of one of the more 
inoffensive rituals. The majority of 
the incantations requireq by.De Voux 
are unprintable. The hair clipping 
and nail pairing rites are particularly 
revolting.

HOXSEY FLIES. HIGHEST 
Birdmen at International 
Aviation Meet Cautious in 
Dangerous Weather.

YORK. Oct. 22.—Claude Gra- 
ite, the Englishman, took first 
place in the distance contest and in the 
totalization of duration at the interna- 


tional aviation meet at Belmont Park 
today. An American, Hoxsey, of the 
Wright team, soared highest into the 
scudding mist, and another American, 
John B. Moissant of Chicago, was the 
only contestant who cared to take 
chances on & 20-mile cross-country flight 
into the teeth of the wind, and with the 
fog so thick that he could not see the 
ground after he rose 150 feet. 
Moissant’s flight was a second demon- 
stration—both his own—of the fact that 
an airman, like a seaman, can steer by 
compass, without regard to the time of 
day or night, foul weather or fair. As 
on his trip from Paris to London, he 
steered wholly by compass. 
In point of fact, Moissant as observed, 
covered probably three miles more than 
the course, although he is not credited 
with the excess. 

Only Six Attémpt to 
No records were broken today; it was 
sufficient triumph to fly at all in a 
persistent fine rain, driven by a steady 
12-mile east wind. Only six of the 2% 
aviators at the park attempted to fly. 

Grahame-White, in a steady Farman 
biplane, keeping close to the ground 
and cutting the corners with workman- 
like precision, piled up 20 laps in two 
successive hours, flying for distance 
only. He was just two hours in the 
air, and the official scorers credited 
him with 50 kilometers, 31.07 miles for 
each hour. ; 

Moissant was second, with 14 laps for 
the first hour and 15 for the second— 
respectively 21.75 miles and 23.3 miles. 
He started late, and, although he gained 
in the straightaways, he lost at the 
turns, and in the first hour was penal. 
ized four laps for cutting corners in- 
side the pylons, 

Hoxsey Soars 742 Feet. 

None of the Wright team tried for dis- 
tance. Hoxsey and Johnstone both went 
up fog altitude, but Johnstone had en- 
gine trouble and Hoxsey evidently found 
the currents above the fog too wild, for 
he quickly settled from a height of 742 
feet to more modest levels. Ely of the 
Curtiss team also tried his luck at 
height and took second place for _ the 
first hour, with 404 feet. 

Hoxsey tried it again the second hour 
and did worse—678 feet—this time. Count 
de Lesseps made 628 feet, J. Armstrong 
Drexel 619 feet, and Ely, on another 
trial, 208 feet. None of them liked it 
much up above, for they were soon 
down. P

In the main it was a contest between 
the monoplane and the biplane, with 
the monoplane the swifter and the bi- 
plane the steadier. 

None of the Gnome revolving engines 
missed once during the day, whereas 
the American vertical and  oblique- 
thrust four and eight cylinder engines 
were all more or Jess troubled with 
faulty ignition.

“The jurors by a vote of seven to 
five early in the deliberations de- 
cided thdt?Kimmel did not disappear 
with the motive of defrauding the in- 
surance company, but some of the 
jurors wanted to know how a man 
with an income of $150 to $190 a 
month could pay $800 a year insur- 
ance premiums.

He had taken no 
step whatever to prove his innocence. 

Crippen, the Justice declared, un- 
doubtedly was a liar and lived an im- 
moral life, but, *he added, the jury 
could not convict the defendant on that 
score. It must be, quite convinced that 
the human parts found were from the 
hody of Belle Elmore and that her 
death was caused ‘by a wiliful act of 
the prisoner. 

Sear Is Cited as Proof. 

The judge asked whether it was 
possible for Crippen to carry on a 
compaign of misrepresentations for 
six months, except with the knowl- 
edge that his wife was not alive; or if 
it was possible that if Belle Elmore 
was living, she could be so abomina- 
bly mean, that knowing her, husband's 
oresent position, she would not com- 
municate with him or the authorities. 

The court pointed out the lack of 
testimony, which should have been 
forthcoming in support of the elaims 
of the defense. The jury was caution- 
ed to treat the evidence of the de- 
fendant’s medical experts with some 
reserve, because under cross-exami- 
nation, they had altered their views 
is first expressed. 

The Chief Justice expressed the 
opinion it would be a remarkable co- 
incident that a scar should be found 
unless the flesh came from Belle El- 
more’s body when taken in conjunc- 
tion with the discovery of pajamas, 
dyed hair, feminine garments and 
other articles similar to those worn 
by Belle Elmore in the cellar where 
the body was unearthed.

An American Dentist. 

Dr. Crippen is an American dentist 
whose employment had led him to go to 
London with his wife. She was secre- 
tary of the Music Hall Artists’ Guild, 
and it was through the activities of 
this organizaition that her body was dis- 
covered and the crime was charged to 
Crippen. 

Crippen and his_wife lived in a modest} 
house in Hilldrop crescent, where their 
most intimate friends called upon them 
and regarded them as perfectly happy. 
It was there that Belle Elmore was last 
seen alive by Mr. and Mrs. Paul Mar- 
tenelll., 

Later the guild of which Mrs. Crippen 
was secretary received her resignation, 
apparently written in her own hand and 
signed with her stage name. Her action 
was considered strange. 

A close scrutiny of the note of resig- 
nation disclosed that the name Elmore 
was spelled with a double 1, while Mrs. 
“rippen used only one in her records of 
the guild: This circumstance was con- 
sidered sufficient to warrant the ques- 
tioning of Dr. Crippen, as his wife had 
been missing for several weeks. He 
told inquirers from the guild that his 
wife had been called to America gsud- 
denly and had died in California. He 
said also that he was expecting her 
ashes to be shipped to him. 

Not fully satisfied with this, the guild 
committee notified Scotland Yard and 
a police inquiry was begun. Crippen 
told the policemen that his wife had 
left him’ and that he was unaware of 
ber whereabouts.

She wrote a written confes- 
sion, he said, which he tntroduced as 
evidence. It began as follows: 

“Dear Husband—I wrote the letters 
because I was jealous and mean and 
selfish enough to want all your lova. 
The ways in which I tried to win your 
love were unjust and wicked. There 
will never be another sign of jealousy 
toward Lois.” ‘The confession was 
signed “Your grieved wife.” 

Mrs. Byrne admitted writing the con- 
fession, all but the first paragraph, but 
insisted that the charges made in the 
letters were true. She denied putting 
arsenic in his coffee. Dr. Byrne said 
his life was saved by the fact that the 
cream curdled in his cup and his tea- 
spoon turned black. 

Attorneys for Dr. Byrne said that 
they considered the decree unjust and 
they would ask for a new trial or ap-

Contrasting the Mahometan civiliza- 
tion of Turkey and Asia with the Chris- 
tlan civilization of Germanic Europs, 
Lehmann contended that the former, 
while not confronted with the liquor 
problem, was menaced by even worss 
evils—the widespread use of opium and 
an almost’ general sensuality. 

“Tf there is any nation which is free

from the habit of drink, we should 
find it free from crime,’’ Mr. Lehmann 
declared. ‘“‘Such a nation there is and 
1200 years ago it contended for the mas- 
tery of the world. On the field of Tours, 
in the year 732, under the lead of Ab- 
dermane was gathered under banner of 
the crescent an army of Saracens for 
attack upon Western civilization. They 
were a sober people, constrained to 8o0- 
briety by the mandates of their re- 
ligion. ; 
Drink Test in Great Battle. 

“Against the Saracens, under the lead- 
ership of Charles Martel, and uphold- 
ing the banner of the Cross, was an 
army of those Germanic people of whom 
Tacitus has given us such a vivid pic- 
ture. They were not an abstemious 
folk. They indulged themselves and 
often to even great excess. Six ‘long 
days these armies contended, but at 
last Martel prevailed and the invasion 
of Europe by the Saracens was turned 
back. The battle of Tours is account- 
ed one of the decisive battles of the 
world. Was it a misfortune for hu- 
manity that the Cross prevailed against 
the Crescent—that the Teuton rather 
than the Turk should dominate in Bu- 
rope today? 

“We need not confine the comparison 
to nations so different as the Teutons 
and the Turks. Compare the people of 
Europe with each other, the people of 
Spain if you will with those of Hol- 
land. Spain has ever been a temperate 
country. In the long wars with the 
Netherlands, the Spaniards looked with 
disgust upon the Dutch as gluttons and 
as drunkards. And if, In respect to this 
single habit, we compared the two peo- 
ples today, the advantage would lie with 
the Spaniards. How different the re- 
sult when we extend the comparison. to: 
ali their habits and all their character- 
istics. 

“It would be ‘absurd to ascribe the 
achievements of the Germanic peoples 
to their use of alcoholic stimulants, but 
no more absurd than to charge to their 
use their failures, their follies or their 
crimes. Everything is not to be done by 
law. Much, very much, must be left, 
to the individual conscience and to in- 
dividual responsibility.”’ -

Two Steamers Reported Lost. 
NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 22:—That two 
steamers plying between New Orleans 
and Central and South American ports 
sank, probably in the Yucatan Channel, 
during the recent severe storm, with a 
total loss of & lives, is the belief in 
shipping circles here tonight. These 
vessels are the British steamer Crown 
Prince, Capt. R. Kirkwood, with a crew 
of 35, and the Bluefields, of Norwegian 
register, Capt. C. M. Lange, with 29 
persons aboard, including Capt. Lange’s 
wife. The Crown Prince, which sails 
from Santos, due here Sunday, with a 
cargo of 75 bags of coffee, was last re- 
ported Oct. at Barbados. She is 
owned by the Prince Line of New Castle. 

The Bluefields sailed from Ceiba, Span- 
fish Honduras, Friday, with a cargo 
of bananas, valued at $14,000. She was 
chartered by the MacCarro Brothers of 
New Orleans. 

The steamer Grib, which was four 
hours ahead of the Bluefields when the 
height of the storm struck her, was 
blown 300 miles out of her course. 
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An honest election in St. Louis was 
promised by Gov. Hadley in a speech at 
the North St. Louis Turner Hall, Twen- 
tieth and Salisbury streets, last night.. 
Gov. Hadley said there have been five 
elections held since he became Gov- 
ernor and that no complaint of dis- 
honesty has yet been made concrning 
any of them. 

The Governor said he had appointed 
efficient men to handle police, excise 
and election affairs in the city, and 
that it was hts intention to require them 
all to do their full duty. 

The Governor was greeted by a big 
and enthusiastic crawd.

He 
said he had promised, in his cam- 
paign two years ago, to give home 
rule to the cities. He said he had done 
everything in his power to bring about 
that result, but that {t was blocked by 
the Democrats fn the State senate.

Madriz, El Presidente, and F. May- 
orgaz. They had not been cut from 
the large sheets. 

George Williams, president of the 
printing company bearing his name, 
was charged with printing the spu- 
rious notes; H. N. Secreest of Tam- 
pico, Mexico, was accused of having 
the notes printed, and Jichard J. 
Trumbull, manager of ‘the Juarantee 
Engraving Co. of Chicago; «s charged 
with having made the copper plates 
from which the paper was printed. 
These plates were taken by the se- 
‘eret service men from the presses, 
where they were being used at the 
time of the raid. 

Thought Work Official. 

Williams declared, when arrested, 
he thought Secreest was an official 
of the Nicaraguan Government and 
that the work was legal. Trumbull’s 
plea was similar. 

The story of the counterfeiting 
plan, according to the secret service

Secreest, a planter, had been loan- 
ing money to Nicaraguans, and was 
unable to get it back because of a 
shortage of current funds in the re- 
public. Upon a public announcement 
that the Government would duplicate 
for 1910 an issue of five pesos notes 
similar to those of 1909 to relleve the 
stringency, Secreest came to the

BANISH SMOKE; 





Inspector Says Assistance of 
the Force Would Aid in 
Reducing Violations. 


Every patrolman in St. Louis will 
be an assistant to the smoke inspec- 
tor and will make daily reports of 
tuildings on which chimneys give 
forth dense smoke in violation of the 
city ordinances, if the Police Board 
Grants the request of Boller ‘In- 
spector E. C. Parker. The Board has 
been asked by Parker to detail an 
officer as a special assistant during 
the winter and to instruct all pa- 
trolmen to report smoke violations on 
their beats. 

The approach of winter makes a 
large increase in the number of busy 
smokestacks. Parker complains that 
he has not a sufficient force of depu- 
ties to keep pace with the increasing 
smoke nuisance. He has told the 
Police Board that the patrolmen can 
Sreatly aid in reducing smoke viola- 
tions if they are allowed to keep 
watch as they patrol their beats and 
make reports to his office. 

The movement to abolish the smoke 
blanket over St. Louis follows the 
campaign made by the Post-Dispatch 
for years, and follows the recent pub- 
lication of the names of many of- 
fending smokestacks in the business 
district and residence section. From 
the list published in this newspaper 
and the, names of others gathered by 
his deputies, Parker sent notices to 
ov. ners ordering the abatement of the 
smoke under penalty of being cited 
to court. 


Smoke Reducers Put On. 
In many cases the owners of the 


smokestacks equipped them with 
smoke-reducing appliances, and 
others were given time to do so. 
Some prosecutions are now’ pending 
in cgurt. The recent cool weather 
has exposed several smokestacks that 
were {dle at the time Parker and 
assistants made inspections dur- 
ing the summer months. This num- 
ter is so large that the present force 
of inspectors is unable properly to 
leep up with the growing smoke. 
Parker has notified many owners 
of apartment houses and residences 
using large smokestacks that smoke 
appliances must be installed or they 
wilt be prosecuted. He intends, he 
Says, to protect residence sections as 
well as the business districts against 
the offensive smoke this winter.

Democrats Estimate Legisla- 
tive Majority at Twenty, 
Perhaps Forty. |

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 22.—With 


only two weeks of thecampaign unfin- 
ished, the Jeaders of both of the old par- 
ties admit reluctantly that it is very diffi- 
cult to foretell the outcome. It is con- 


ceded by members of both organizations 
that, apparently, there is no precedent 
whatever for the existing situation. 

The betting, which opened this week, 
is unfavorable to Senator Beveridge and 
to ,the Republicans generally. Even 
money is offered that Senator Bever- 
idge will not succeed himself. In spite 
of the display of confidence on the part 
of Senator Beveridge who has been pre- 
dicting that he would carry the State 
by 60,000, none of the Republicans are 
matching any of the money that is of- 
fered against him. 

The Democrats are asking 10 to 6 for 
John Kern, their nominee for United 
States Senator. There has been very 
littie betting up to this time, which is 
regarded as an evidence of the uncer- 
tainty that exists among the party 
leaders. 


Big Wager Against Beveridge. 
It is. said thats State Senator Steve 


Fleming of-Fort’ Wayne, a Democrat 
holdover, has wagered $1000 even that 
Senator Beveridge will not be relected 
even if the legislature should be Re- 
publican. Thiet@®&aid to be the largest 
bet that nas been made in Indiana this 
year. 

Senator Beveridge is having re- 
markable meetings, but the same can 
be said of .Gov. Marshall and Mr. 
Kern. Gov. Marshall thinks that the 
reluctance of the voters to tell how 
they are going to qast the ballots in- 
dicates that they have made up their 
minds long ago, and he believes that 
a large majority of them are going to 
support the Democrats.

OMEWHERE in this city there is 
S a woman who is thinking of 
taking unto herself a new hat 
—shall she trim it herself or buy it?— 
and {ft will not be so very cheap, be- 
cause— 

A straw-hat form is tariff-taxed 35 
per cent. 

All bonnet wire, “not less than 2 
cent,” as the Payne tariff tax 
law states, and this means it will gen- 
erally be more—such is the intention. 

A straw-trimmed hat, 50 per cent. 


A bonnet of imitation or artificia) 
silk, 45 cents a pound and in addition 


to that a tariff tax of © per cent. 


The material out of which. to fashion 
a hat of straw, 20 per cent. 

If she decorates it with beaded 
trimming there is a tariff tax of 60 
per cent on that trimming; if the 


trimming is metallic. or “metal gal- 


loons,” it is 2% cents for each 
four ounces and in additon to that 
60 per cent. 

Whatever amount of cotton velvet 
she uses is tariff-taxed 12 cents a 
sguare yard and in addition to tha’ 
25 per cent. But these two together 





must never be less than 47% per 


cent. 

When she has silk velvet instead, it 
is tariff-taxed 9% cents for éach 
ounce. © 

The velvet ribbons will pay a tar- 
iff tax of 10 cents an ounce if they 
are black, but if they are colored 
they will pay almost 11 cents. — 

If she has an artificial feather it is 
tariff-taxed 60 per cent, or a natural 
feather ready to wear, ostrich, egret, 
paradise or turkey, it is also 60° per 
cent. If she can wear it raw, just as 
stripped crows the were. it pays but 20 
per cent.

“YURIN, italy, Oct. 32.—The 
Dispatch correspondent had a con- 
versation today with a Very. high per- 
sunage connected with the Italian 
court, who can speak with more au- 
thority on the Abruszi-Elkins episode 
than anybody short of Abruzzi him- 
self. This personage said very de- 
cidedly: | 

“The Elkins marriage will now 
rever take place. The Dowager Queen 
has been absolutely obdurate in her 
hestility from the first, and but for 
her it probably would have been ar- 
jranked. The King and Queen, who 
greatly like and admire Abruzzi, of- 
fered no objection when they found 
him serious about marrying the Am- 
erican girl. Moreover, the King did 
éverything in his power to influence 
his mother favorably to the marriage, 
bvt she finally refused to hear any 
mcre about it; her mind was made 
ub. 

‘It was on this accasion that the 
hing remarked to her that his uncle, 
the late Duke d’ Aosta, had married 
an Italian lady not of royal birth who, 
yithout protest, had occupied the 


throne of Spain side by side with 


her husband for a time. 


Merchant’s Daughter Impossible. 
“The Queen retorted: ‘Yes, but she 


was of Italian birth, whereas. the 
caughter of an American coal mer- 
chant could aspire to no position at 
our court and would only expose her- 


self and. us to scorn and difficul- 


ties.’ 

“That was Margharita’s last word. 
Iier opposition was backed by the 
whole of high Roman society, who 
anxreed that it was impossible ‘to re- 
ceive Katherine Elkins as a royal 
rrincess and equally ‘impossible to 
make a distinction between her rank 
and her husband’s.” 

The correspondent asked why, if the 
Duke of Abruzzi was really attached 
to her, as he must have been, he did 
not marry her -despité Margharita’s 
opposition, seeing that he had the as- 
sent of the King and Queen.

bound and west-bound traffic destined 
to Nevada points common to Reno, 
and material reductions are made.

In a talk yesterday afternoon at 
the anti-tuberculosis exhibit, at 
Broadway and Pine street, Dr. Gus- 
tavus Tuckerman urged his. hearers 
not to forget the need of fresh air 
in their homes during cold weather. 
“In trying to shield themselves 
against colds,” he said, “many per- 
sons will contribute to colds and 
more serious diseases of the respira- 
tory organs. Tuberculosis is a house 
diseases, as is shown by the fact that 
it Is best treated in the open air.

NAL SCORE IS 10—o 


Second Tally Is Registered in 
Last Period on a Bad 
Pass. 


With a strong West wind blowing 
cirectly in their faces 2000 rooters 
saw the St. Louts University football 
team beaten, Saturday afternoon, by 
the onslaughts of the Wabash College 
eleven from Crawfordsville, Ind. The 
final score was 10 to 0. The game it- 
self was an uninteresting one from 
almost every standpoint, being mar- 
red by penalties and frequent stops 
to take out time. 

When the two teams appeared on 
the field and lined up for the kick-off 
it was very evident that the “Little 
Giants” outweighed the blue and 
white men at least 10 pounds to the 
man; and it seemed for a while as 
though they would annihilate the St. 
Louis team. 

Wabash would make gains time 
after time, where it pleased, through 
the line, around the end, or any place 
the signal called for. After they had 
advanced the ball, by straight old 
football methods from 20 to 60 yards, 
St. Louis would finally take a brace 
and hold them for downs, only to be 
forced to kick on the third down on 
account of their inability to advance 
the ball. 

Fumbles were frequent through the 
entire game, the two teams about 
dividing the dishonor equally. 

How Wabash Scored. 

The game was divided into four pe- 
riodg of 15 minutes each and during 
the entire 60 minutes of play there 
were just four points that aroused 
special interest from every spectator 
of the game, These were the beau- 
tiful work of the Wabash team when 
they had. made their two touchdowns; 
a perfect forward ‘pass by St. Louis, 
in the third quarter’ and the hold- 
ing of Wabash for three downg by 
St. Loule on her own three-yard line 
m the last quarter, The first score 
yas made by Wabash after four min- 
utes of play. The incidents leading 
up to it were as follows: A minute 
and a half after the game started, 
Painter had caught an attempted on- 
pide kick on St. Louis’ 10-yard line 
and was injured. Ed Stadtherr went 
St. Louis could not 
gain, so Dockery was forced to kick. 
He booted the ball in a pretty spiral 
for 60. yards. This gave Wabash 
the ball 60 yards from 8st. Louis’ 
goal and they covered that distance 
without a stop, just simply tearing 
the St. Louls team to pieces. They 
went around the ends, through the 
tackles and guards. for five or ten 
yards every play, and when 12 yards 
from the goal, Wilson, the husky 
Wabash right halfback, carried the 
ball around left end for a touchdown. 
Elliott failed to kick the goal and 
the score stood 6 to 0 in favor of 


Wabash. 
Poor Pass Responsible. 


The other score made by Wabash was 
in the fourth quarter when Eglin car- 
ried the ball over St. Louis’ goal. Al- 
though the play was perfectly legitimate 
and cleanly executed, it was directly 
traceable to one of St. Louis’ many 
poor attempts at forward passes. It 
came about in this way: Wabash had 


tried @ drop kick from the 35-yard line/ 
and on the third down they tried a. 


forward pass, a play which had miscar- 
ried on every attempt but one during 
the entire afternoon. As usual it failed 
and in the mix-up which followed Eg- 
lin, for Wabash, got the ball and made 


@ beautiful run around left end for % 
~ yards and touch down. 


Again Ellicott 
failed to kick the goal and the final 
score stood 10 to 0. 

The only successful forward pass made 
by St. Louis was in the third period 
when St. Louls had the ball on Wa- 
bash’s forty-yard line. It was a beauti- 
ful shoot from Stahtherr te Erhardt 
and netted twenty yards. The very 
next play they tried the same thing 
and it failed. The only other moment 
during the entire game when the Uni- 
versity team played up to the form 
they have displayed previously was in 
the fourth quarter when they held the 
Wabash team for downs on the three- 
yard line. 

St. Louls made, éight attempts at 
forward passes with one successful. 
Wabash made two tries and both were 
failures.

BEAT ROSE POLY 


Washington Team Batters 
Way Through Indiana 
Eleven for Touchdown. 





CAYOU’S MEN IMPROVE 





Yesterday's 6—o Victory 
Represents Week of Prog- 
ress at Pikeway. 


The speedy Rose Polytechnic foot- 
ball team of Terre Haute, Ind., was 
humbled by the fast improving Wash- 
ingion University bunch of gridiron 
warriors, Saturday afternoon, at the 
Stadium, the final score being 6 to 0. 
A touchdown in .the first quarter by 
Fullback Henry Nelson of Cayou’s 
machine netted the lone score after 
four minutes of play, in which there 


was nothing but straight football 
used by the myrtle and maroon ath- 
letes. That style of play character- 
izeé the remaining part of the game, 
and at no time did it fail to work 
for Washington, with the exception of 
the second quarter, when the local 
band relented somewhat in their at- 
tack. 

The real offensive strength of the 
proteges of Cayou is hard to esti- 
roate, as only once in the game was a 
forward pass played, while not an on- 
side kick was resorted to, 

The defensive power, however, was 
clearly shown in the fourth quarter, 
when Washington fumbled the ball 
twice within her own 16-yard line, 
the nearest that Rose Poly got to the 
Pikeway. goal. The ball went to the 
visitors, but all of their attacks were 
repulsed for a loss. 

Washington Begins Early. 

The game was clean and fast, be- 
ing free from unnecessary delays 
such as time out. The myrtle and 
maroon athletes swept the enemy off 
its feet before they had become set- 
tiled, getting their only score within a 
few minutes after play started. Rose 
Poly used a Kick formation, from 
which several fake plays were de- 
rived, causing a good deal of trouble 
for the local players in the earlier 
periods. A forward pass was the 
particular play used from this for- 
mation and it worked no less than 
cight times on Cayou’s men. 

In the first period after Washing- 
ton had scored, Capt. Bradford of the 
visiting team executed the pass to 
Stroms four times in succession which 
brought the.ball over a distance of 
60 yards to the 18-yard line. It 
looked as if Rose Poly would even 
up matters a bit, but Capt. Bradford 
trusted to the play again, Heely inter- 
cepting the pass on the 10-yard line, 
and the ball went to Washington. 
Sihler punted out of danger. The 
quarter ended with the ball in Wash- 
ington’s possession on her own 25- 
yard line. 


Rose Poly Real Stubborn. 
The second quarter, on line plunges 


and off tackle plays by Sihler, Nelson 
and Abeken, Washington rushed the 
ball to midfield. Sihler was called on 
to punt after being held, but McCarth) 
recovered the pigskin on the 30-yard 
line. Repeated attempts to bore holes 
in Rose Poly’s line failed, Sihler again 
pupting it going to the l-yard line. Capt. 
Bradford punted nearly to mid-field, 
which was the scene of hostilities for 
the remainder of the half. Rose Poly 
in this period held the myrtle and ma- 
roon players pretty well in check. 

In the seeond half, the third period, 
Rose Poly kicked off to Washington 
who brought the ball to the enemy’s 
2o-yard line on straight and off tackle 
bucks by the back field men, mingled 
with an occasional run by Heely. Hee- 
ly attempted a drop. kick from this 
distance but missed by a narrow mar- 
gin, the play going for a touch back. 
The teams struggled in midfield for 
the rest of the period, Washington 
having improved its defensive play by 
solving the forward pass used by the 
Rose Poly players. | 

The fourth period resulted in a little 
bruising battle, during which Abeken, 
of Washington, and Wyeth, of Rose 
Poly, were hurt. Abeken was hit in 
the thigh, while Wyeth received a 
sprained ankle and injured hip. Cayou 
put H. Perrings in Abeken’s place and 
shortly after replaced Heely with Fal- 
vey, who played at quarter all of last 
year. 

Play was resumed where it closed in 
third period, but neither team made any 
material gains.

Bender threw the smallest number of balls 
in a eomplete inning—in the ninth—though 
the Oubs made three egafe hits in this in- 
ning, In this period he pitched eight. balls. 
One was a strike. one was a ball, two were 
fouled, one was a fly to the outfield, and 
three went safe to make the Cubs tieing 
seore. 

In the tenth inning he pitched seven balls 
before the Cubs had won the game. 

Two were balls, three were hits safe, one 
went to the infield and another to the out- 
field. In the fourth inning Bender pitched 
16 .balis, the largest number for any one in- 
ning. Six of these were strikes, five were 
fouled, three were safe hits, one was hit to 
the infield for an out and another was a 
fly to to the outfield, which was caught. 

Brown averaged 10 balls for each of the 
two innings he pitched, Cole averaged 14 8-8 
and Bender averaged 11 balls for each inning 
he worked.

York to Make Reciprocal

laws of all the Eastern States. Gov. ; 
Horace White of New York has been 
invited as the guest of honor. Secy 
retary of State Koenig, Attorney- 
General O'Malley and Assemblyman 
Callan will be present to explain the 
recognition in the the Callan automo- 
bile law of reciprocal. privileges 
granted by other states to non-resi- 
dents. From all the New England 
States as well as the Atlantic Coast 
States south of New York, the exgcu- 
tive officers having jurisdiction in 
automobile matters as well ag the 
Highway Commissioners, will be in- 
vited. -Logan Waller Page, director 
of the office of Public Roads of the 
Department of Agriculture, has prom- 
ised to attend. 

This conference is being arranged 
by the Touring Club of América as 
the result of a widespread sentiment 
among Hastern motorists that all the 
states, whatever their individua] mo- 
tor regulations may be, should adopt 
a uniform system of interstate tour- 
ing privileges, including uniform 
methods of identification. 

Since the enactment of the Callan 
automobile law and the discussion 
aroused over the privileges granted 
to motor tourists from other states, 
this entire question has assumed 
greater prominence than ever before 
and many of the various state offi- 
clals have not hesitated to indorse 
the benefits of a uniform non-resi- 
dent provision.

The matter of the custody of their 
child was not brought up nor was any 
settlement made for alimony to pro- 
vide for the girl’s support. Desertion 
was charged in the divorce suit. 

Mrs. Arrowsmith was married to J. 
H, Stephens, assistant superintendent 
of the Union Pacific Railroad at Oma- 
ha, and Arrowsmith also remarried. 
The wife took the child and hag pro- 
vided for her support. 


Saw His Child Only On 
In her petition she asked that the 


divorce decree be so modified as to 
vive her the custody of the child and 
alimony for its past and future sup- 
port. Judge Vandeventer.awarded her 
$500 alimony, $100. payable Nov. 1 and 
the. remainder in. installments of $25 
a month, 

According to the testimony, Arrow- 
smith deserted his wife twe years be- 
fore the divorce was #ranted, when 
their daughter was less than a year 
old. He stated on the stand that he 
had seen his child only once since the 
divorce was granted and that was for 
half an hour in St. Loulg four years 
ago. 

He also asked for the custody of 
his daughter. He said that he had 
no affection for her now and that she 
seemed like a strange child to him, 
but that he was sure he could learn 
to love the child. He said he was cer- 
tain his second wife would be a good 
mother to her. 

, Judge Vandeventer.said he thought 
it unlikely that @ step-mother could 
be a mother to the child when the 
father admitted he had no affectton 
for it. He scored Arrowsmith round- 
ly in his dectsion.

Allison, vice-chairman 
and chief engineer of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission, said in an address 
at the luncheon of the City Club at 
the Planters Hotel yesterday that the 
Commission expected to finish its | 
work of appraising the property of 
the United Railways Co. before 
Christmas. 

‘ He gave no indication of the valua- 
tion the figures would show. The 
greater part of his address was de- 
voted to the Commission's work on 
the. Union Blectric Light & Power 
Co.'s property and his mention of the 
United Railways,was only incidental. 
Telis of Union Electric. 

He said there was only a slight 
difference between. the Commission 
and experts employed by the Union 
Blectric as to the value of existing 
physical property, and that this dif- 
ference was net great enough to ma- 
terially affect rates. 

In this consideration, however, he 
did not include valuation of .franchise 
or replacement of obsolete machinery, 
which the Union Electric has contend- 
eq it had a right to include in the 
capital on which it was entitled to 
earn dividends. 

“In some instances,” he said, “the 
courts have allowed franchise values, 
especially in cases where the valua- 
tion was being made for purchase or 
condemnation purposes, but in rate- 
making cases the best practice has 
been to hold that the franchise hav- 
ing been given free by the public 
should not be valued against the pub- 
lic in making up the rate. | 

Cofisumer Pays Taxes. 

“We have in this State laws calling 
for the taxing of franchises, and it is 
sometimes argued that a value hav- 
ing been assigned to franchises for 
taxation, it must follow that they 
should be allowed équal value for 
rate-making purposes. 

“This conclusion is not at all neces- 
sary. The rates are supposed to be 
adjusted so as to bring a fair re- 
turn to the company over and above 
the gross expenses, and as taxes are 
a part of those expenses, the con- 
sumer, not the company, really pays 
the taxes.”’:

PURDUE EXPERIMENTS WITH 4 
NEW BERRIES FOR THE TABLE 


Wonderberry, - Bayberry and 
Wilderberry Are Three Prom- 


ised for Market. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Qct. 22.—The bo- 
tanical department of the Purdue Uni- 
versity experiment station has com- 
pleted experiments which promise to 
put on the market as edible fruit four 
species of garden berries heretofore 
regarded as unedible and even poison- 
ous. The experiments were conductd 


under the direction of Prof. J. C. Ar- 
thur and the berries are now on dis- 





play. 
The best known of these berries is 
Burbank’s wonderberry, sometimes 


called the sunberry. It has been much 
maligned by magazine writers, never- 








theless it is a genuine hybrid berry, 


unlike any wild form, ner. 
its for culinary use. The fruit is easily 
distinguished from similar kinds by 
whitish bloom on the surface like that 
of a plum. io 

The garden bayberry is very similar 
to the wonderberry except. that it, has 
not the bloom. It is a cultivated form 
of the biack nightshade, a common 
weed of, gardens and fields. In some 
parts of the West it is called the stub- 
bleberry, as it sometimes appears in 
the wheat flelds after harvest. 


It is eaten and is palatable, in spite of 
its reputation of being poisonous. The 
wilderberry, the largest and most desii- 
able of all the new species, is yet but 
little known, It fs as easily grown as 
tomatoes and the- ripe fruit can be had 
from July until long after frost. It is 
destined to become a standard market 
fruit, having unusual keeping and ship- 
ping qualities.

Number of Births Last Week AI- 
Most Doubled. Those of Pre- 


ceding Seven Days. 


By almost doubling his score of the 
previous seven days the stork last week 
prevented his monthly average from 
dropping below normal. The number of 
births for the’ week ending yesterday 
was 376, against 198 for the preceding 
seven days.

One Hundred Citizens Here 
~ Begun, Campaign to 
Beautify City. 


MAJORITY | NEEDED 





Miles of Recreation Places 
Are Propoged If Law 
Goes Into Effect. 





The Committee of One Hundred ap- 
pointed by the Civic Federation to con- 
duct the campaign for a modern park 
and boulevard system in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, to be voted on at the 
coming election, has begun work under 
the direction of Chairman John UH. 
Gundlach. 

A majority vote on the proposition 
is all that is necessary to pass it. Its 
advocates say that the park and boule- 


vard plan will make ‘st. Louis one of 
the most gttractive cities in the world. 


Park Along the Levee. 
The boundaries for the proposed pub- 


lic reservation district are the Missouri 
River on the north, Mississippi River 
on the east, Meramec River and county 
line on the south and Bonhomme Town- 
ship line on the west. Meramec High- 
lands, Creve Couer Lake, Chain of 
Rocks, Charbonnier Heights, Spanish 
Lake and Jefferson Barracks are 
among the points suggested for parks. 
These, connected by parkways and 
boulevards, would form miles of recre- 
ation places. It also is proposed to 
establish a park along the levee. 
Declared an Investment. 

Other cities, say members of the 
committee, have found public reser- 
vation an investment instead of an 
expense. “Rapid and cheap transpor- 
tation follow the establishment of a 
public reservation district, bringing 
the enjoyment of outer recreation 
grounds within the reach of all,” said 
Chairman Gundlach yesterday, 

He called attention to what Chi- 
cago, Boston, Washington, Provi- 
dence, Newark and Kansas City have 
done in the way of establishing beau- 
tiful park districts, and declared St. 
Louis could not afford to stand idle 
with so much desirable and available 
territory to work upon. 

The vote which will be cast by the 
voters of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County on the outer park system was 
authorized by the Legislature in 1909. 
None of the constitutional amendments 
has anything to do with this proposal. 
The expense of creating and maintain- 
ing the proposed parks and boulevards 
will be borne by the property owners 
of the entire district through an issue 
of bonds not to exceed one-half of one 
per cent of assessed valuation of .tax- 
able property. A commission appoint- 
ed by the Governcr is to have charge 
of the parks if the measure carries.

An en- 
tirely new scheme of arrangement is 
promised, and the Coliseum will have the 
effect of a monster garden. 

There will be some exhibitors this 
year who have never before shown in St. 
Louis, but, on account of the untsual 
big prizes offered, will bring their 
choicest blooms. A prominent St. Louis- 
an has offered one $500 prize and ob- 
tained two others of the same amount. 

These are said to be the largest 
amounts ever offered for flower show 
prizes anywhere in the country. One 
will be for the best display of roses, an-’ 
other for, the best display of carnations 
and the third for the chrysanthemums.’ 
In addition there will be the usual gen- 
erous amount of prizes offered.by the 
Horticultural Society and the Shaw pre- 
miums.

“The subject,” he said, “is one I 
have studied with close attention for 
three years, both in America and in 
this country. I have seen how idle- 
ness and extravagance are growing 
and are eating, canker like, into the 
best manhood and womarhood of our 
country.

Members of the board have already 
outlined the policy that will govern the 
new regulations which, President Reber 
Says, will be strict and comprehensive. 


The concerns furnishing messenger. 
burglar alarm, fire alarm and clock 
service will be the chief objects of the 
regulation. 

President Reber told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that Although the bourd has 
made no investigation to determine the 
extent to which the Keyes ordinunce 
is being violated, its members are con- 
vinced that there are a great many 
“lawless” wires in the so-called under- 
ground district—between the river, 
Twenty-second, Spruce street and Wash 
street. 


Some Wires Exempted. 
The Keyes ordinance does not forbid 


overhead trolley and feed wires, or tele- 
phone or telegraph wires used in local 
distribution. NM requires, however, that 
these telephone and telegraph wires be 
strung only-in a_leys and that they cross 
no street. It is these classes of wires, 
President Reber says, that account for 
the apparent violations of the ordi- 
nances. 

The companies operating cal] boxes 
have wires strung on housetops. In 
many cases these are “lawless,” Presi- 
dent Reber’ declares. 

“The Board of Public. Improvements 

has already decided what should be 
done to reduce to the lowest terms this 
nuisance of overhead wires,” President 
Reber said. 
“In asking the Municipal Assembly to 
assist us we shall suggest that the 
board be empowered to compel the sev- 
eral companies to permit one another 
to use their poles. This system would 
greatly reduce the number of poles in 
our alleys downtown. 


: General Use of Pole 
“At present the telephone and tele- 


graph companies have their indfvidua} 
poles. Some of these are almost bare of 
wires. If the board had authority to 
compel all the companies to use one line 
of poles the surfaces of our alleys and 
the air above would be freed of a great 
many obstructions. 

“We would at the same time direct 

the messenger companies, private fire 
signal concerns and other owners of 
wires to take space on existing poles 
and thus remove the tangle from the 
roofs in the downtown. district. Aside 
from being a danger, this condition ts 
an offense to the eye. 
“So far as the board is aware, the 
big wire companies are complying with 
the ordinances now on the books. Our 
intention is, however, to obtain further 
legislation so that there may be the 
greatest possible concentration of wires 
with the least practicable number of 
poles.”’ 


ould Extend District. 
The Beda will recommend that ths 


Supervisor of City Lighting, with the 
approval of the president of the board, 
shall have authority to designate the 
placing of wires and poles and the right 
to refuse permits to any company which 
declines to comply with his rulings. 

An extension of the underground dis- 
trict Is also contemplated by the board. 
President Reber says that the Union 
Electric Light, the Laclede Electric and 
the telephone companies already have 
buried their wires outside the present 
underground district, 

“They have more mileage of conduits 
outside than inside the underground 
district,” President Reber said. “The 
extension of this district would affect 
principally the.telegraph companics.”’

480,000 Bushels Last Year, 
Statistican Says. :

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 22.—The ordi- 
nary Irish potato, that well-known 
recessity of life, eaten daily by practi- 
cally everyone and grown in all'of Mis- 
souri’s 114 counties, has been selected by 
Commissioner J. C. A. Hiller of the 
State Bureau of Labor Statistics, as 
the subject for an interesting chapter 
in the 1910 ‘‘Red Book,’’ devoted to giv- 
ing facts and figures on the State’s an- 
nual production of this familiar com- 
modity. 

There is not a Missourian who ‘would 
rot as quickly dispense with his daily 
meat and bread as do without a regular 
supply of potatoés, and yet only a few 
really know that nearly all tubers con- 
sumed here are grown at home and are 
not imported from Ireland, where, as 
the common belief is, they, are grown 
by a man named Murphy. 

In 190 the farmers of Missouri—not 
Ireland—raised a total of 7,480,000 bush- 
els of potatoes and sent most of the 
crop to market where they brought the 
average wholesale price of 67 cents per 
bushel. A fact worth remembering is 
that most of the farmers who raised 
this vast supply of tubers are not Irish, 
but German. At the price given per 
bushel the crop was worth $5,013,000, | 
which is more than enough to build Mis- 
souri’s proposed new State Capitol., In 
fact, if all the money received for the 
potatoes of 1909 was put to that use there 
would still remain $13,000 which sum 
could be used in erecting a new Execu- 
tive Mansion, a structure also badly 
needed. 


Best Prices for Green Potatoes. 
How many city people have ever 


heard of “green’’ potatoes, and yet 
that is the condition of thousands of 
bushels shipped from the State in, first 
for the market of the North, East and 
West, and finally for the “new potato’”’ 
sections of the South. They are not so 
named because of color but because 
they are unripe, being young, fresh and 
tender. They are rushed from. the 
Orrick: district of -Missouri in fast 
trains like perishable fruit, and when 
they reach their destination, sell for 
fancy prices. 

Of the 1909 crop 2,138,553 bushels went 
from the producing counties’ by rail- 
roads as surplus and, on reaching the 
market, sold for $1,368,672, according to 
returns made to Supervising Statis- 
ticilan A. T. Edmondston of the Labor 
Bureau. The remainder of the year’s 
produgtion was sent to local markets, 
generally in wagons, save the few 
bushels each farmer kept for ‘home use. 

While the Orrick district of Ray 
County, located a few miles east of 
Kansas City, and north of the Mis- 
souri river, is the center of the potato 
industry of this State, producing more 
bushels per acre than any other sec- 
tion, yet the truck farmers of St. Louis 
County, who number many hundred, 
placed the largest amount on the mar- 
ket, which market happens to be the 
city of St. Louis. In 1909 St. Louis 
County farmers sold 468,900 bushels 
valued at $300096. The Orrick District, 
which is a section of land about thirty 
miles long and four miles wide, shipped 
333,976 bushels, valued at $213,745. Bu- 
chanan County is credited with a crop 
of 250,000 bushels of potatoes, valued at 
$160,000. Other counties are large pro- 
ducers, especially Jackson, Greene, Pet- 
tis and Jasrer,.but their railroad ship- 
ments are small; most of the potatoes 
being consumed in home cities’ and 
towns. 


Crop Should Be Larger. 

After giving the above information, 
the Red Book says: 

“There is no reason why Missouri 
should not have an annual potato crop 
which is twice or three times as large 
as was the one of 1909. Many large mar- 
kets are close at hand, including St. 
Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, Spring- 
field and about twenty other cities and 
towns in the State, and always ready to 
pay a fair price for good potatoes. 

“The yield in the Orrick district aver- 
ages about 110 bushels to the acre, but 
on some farms 200 bushels are often har- 
vested from an acre, In 1895 many acres 
yielded 400 bushels, but that year was 
very favorable for potatoes. The har- 
vest in Missouri commences about June 
2%. Many carloads of potatoes, dug 
“new,’, are shipped to Northern states 
toward the end of June. Toward the 
end of August the Orrick potatoes are 
sent into the Southern states.” 


Crop and Valine Since 1904.

Owing to the resignation of Judge 
Homer to accept the excise commission- 
ership there will be a short-term vacan- 
ey.

He} 
was graduated from the St. Louls Law 
School, and with the exception of three 
years in Colorado, has practiced law | 
here continuously.

At the time this exclusive spur from the Colo- 
rado road was put into the World’s Fair 
grounds, D. R. Francis was president of the ex- 
position and half owner of the Colorado Rail- 
road, and John Scullin was president of the 
Colorado road and member of the exposition’s 
executive committee. The. road was bought nine 
months before the World’s Fair site was selected 
and sold ten months afterward. The Colorado's 
éxclusive switching privilege was acquired by the 
Rock Island and was held from April to 
August, whep other railroads demanded and re- 
ceived switch connections with the World’s Fair 
terminals, 

The road was bought for about $480,000 and 
was sold, according to the testimony of William 


B. Leeds of the Rock Island, for $4,400,000. 


Mr. Scullin testified the sale price was $4,225,000 
The profit to Messrs, Francis and Scullin each 
was over $1,000,000, 
Not one of these facts has been or can be 
denied.

The home of the old 
“wizard of romance” has been in a measure an 
enchanted ground to the imaginations of mil- 
lions of readers. Almost every tourist in Scot- 
land for nearly a hundred years has paid it a 
visit as to a shrine. And it deserved the visit. 
Beautiful.for situation and picturesque in architec- 
ture, with a commanding view over a wide stretch 
of historic and romantic country, the inspirations 
of the place well repaid all the time required to 
visit it. Now it is to be a Gould hunting box, 
or country place, or golf links! Our sympathies 
are with Scotland. 
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' The Delincratia deadlock in Massachusetts has 
been opened, and the door of opportunity ts wide 
for the entrance of independent voters, 
MILLENNIAL FLIGHT. 

An optimistic traveling preacher, not the pug- 
nacious Pearson, has been telling St. Louis peo- 
ple that the success of the aeroplane signifies 
the coming of the millennium. It certainly signi- 
fies the fulfillment of humanity’s age-long dream. 

All through literature, ancient and modern, the 
aspiration for flight is to be found. The Psalm- 
ist sing: “Oh, that I had wings like a dove.”’ 
Angels were always 
wings, though Austin Dobson held that “wings, 
even angels’ wings, are fictions.” Picturing the 
highest bliss conceivable for the righteous, the 
Psalmist said of them that “they shall mount 
upon wings as eagles.” And Pope, singing of the 
rising of the Christian’s soul at death, pictures 
it as saying: “Lend, lend your wings! I mount! 
I fiy!” 

Flying was always held to be the acme of 
pleasure. “And when on joyous wing, cleaving 
the sky; sun, moon ahd stars forgot, upward I 
fiy,” is a verse well loved by the millions who 
have sung it. Apostrophizing the cuckoo, a bird 
of powerful flight, which always seeks a foreign 
shore at mating time, a poet sang: “Oh, could 
I fly, I’d fly with thee; we’d make with joyful 
wing, our annual visit o’er the globe, companions 
of the spring.” 

Is it any wonder that, after. his brief ascent 
with Hoxsey, Col, Roosevelt exclaimed: “I am 
delighted, I wish I could have stayed up an hour. 
It was one of the greatest experiences I ever 
had.” 

Probably one of the most potent influences of 
the coming ability to fly will be exerted upon 
the human spirit, in making it more joyous. A 
flight into the empyrean will be taken as a cure 
for melancholy. In this ,way the aeroplane, in 
its more perfect shape, may be the greatest aid 
in bringing about millennial conditions. 
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Already we hear of blizzards in the North 
and of snowstorms in Texas; now let the spell- 
binders turn on the hot air. 
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FRENCH ' LOCAL ROADS. 

, Bdmund Thery, a French economist, estimates 
that foreign tourists expend in France about 
$600,000,000 annually. Two-thirds of the amount 
is expended in the cities and on railway travel. 
but upwards of $200,000,000 anuually is attribut- 
ed to automobile parties, and this sum is scat- 
tered among country villages in the remotest 
parts of the provinces from @e sea coast to the 
mountains. 

This annual tribute is paid to France not by 
reason of good fortune, nor from sentiment, nor 
from any fondness on the part of rich Americans 
for foreign travel rather than home travel. Ii 
comes to her because her: people earned it by 
constructing good road beds not only for great 
highways between important cities, but for little 
cross country roads from village to village. 

French roadways are divided into three 
classes: Nationa] roads, department roads and 
the communal, or local roads. The department 
road is a disappearing type, it having been 
found that in practice a road should be either 
national or local, and the latter is becoming 
much the more important of the two. 

A recent review of the subject gives the total 
of national roads as 24,000 miles, department 
roads 10,000 miles, and local roads 45,000 miles. 
These local roads are said to be the greatest 
work France has accomplished in the last 40 
years, They have cost the communes upwards 
of $2;000,000,000. But they have yielded good re- 
turns. The annual income from automobile traf- 
fic alone is a fair return on the investment, but 
the big gain is from the reduced cost of loca! 
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From the New York World,

But what shall be said 
of one who, to raise a hollow cheer, falsely as- 
gails the courts, falsely prejudices workingmen, 
falsely presents the law and falsely holds out 
One-Man Rule as the only remedy for the things 
“fossilized,” the things “medieval,” the things 
“outgrown,” that we once proudly cherished as 
distinctively American. 





AMERICANS AT OXFORD. 
From the Washington Herald. 
An Englisn writer to the London Mail calls the 


attention of the publicto thefact that while the 
British colonials and the Germans who have won 
Rhodes scholarships have assimilated easily and 
well with the traditional life of the classic uni- 
versity, it has not been so* with the American 
Rhodes scholars, who “do not assimilate, do not 
associate with the rest of the students.” This 
writer, who is an Oxford man, says that after 
the first week at Oxford the American scholars 
murmur at Bnglish insularity and draw into them- 
selves at the American Club, where they read 
American newspapers, discuss American politics, 
sing American songs, and might just as well be 
back in America for all the good they do Ox- 
ford or themselves. There seems to be only one 
place where the American scholars join with their 
fellow students of Oxford on common ground, and 
that is on the. athletic field, wnere it is admitted 
that the excellence of the American gains him 
coveted distinction and is of great benefit to Ox- 
ford in her rivalry with Cambridge. 


STUDYING MUSIC IN EUROPE. 
From the Chicago Tribune, 
Another American with a promising voice who 


went abroad to be made into a Caruso has re- 
turned from Italy with his vocal organs so de- 
bilitated that it will take perhaps years of rest 
or careful training to restore his singing ability. 
The picture he draws of the trials of the pupils 


of vocal music in Milan and other cities of Italy, 
of the frantic efforts they make to pick out the 


few genuine and worthy teachers from the horde 
of chariatan voice ruiners, is a pathetic one. 
Milan, Paris, Berlin, London and Dresden are 
full of homesick and discouraged American stu- 
dents who have exiled themselves. to get some-

(From a speech by $Liloyd-George, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, at the 
House, July 14.)

Professor at Lausanne Then Argues 
That Court Evidence is Seldom 
Reliable.

GENEVA, Oct. 11.—Prof. Marquis of Lausanne 
University has made some interesting experi- 
ments which seem to prove that evidence given 
in law courts is seldom reliable. 

He has recently questioned a number of ‘his 
students concerning various parts of the univer- 
sity buildings and other objects which are be. 
fore their eyes every day. Out of 54 students 
not one was able to answer eight questions cor- 
rectly, and when asked about a certain window 
45 denied its existence, eight affirmed it, ang one 
remained undecided.

Waterway 7 A Cigeinintiot 
Finds Enormous Drain in 
Resources of the State. 


REPORT TO BE MADE 


Facts Gained in Two Years’ 
Research to Be Forwarded 
to the Governor. 


Tine Migsour!i Waterway Commis- 
@ion, appointed by Gov. Hadley in 
1908, is nearing the completion of its 
two wears’ work, and shortly will 
compile its report, which will be 
transmitted to the Governor and the 
Legislature early in January. Al. 
though. it had only $5000 for two 
years’ work, the commission has ob- 


tained much information concerning | 


the hitherto unexplored natura: re- 
sources of the State. 

Vigures showing the vast amount 
of fertile land ‘in the State now use- 
less because of the lack of drainage 
have been compiled and a study of 
drainage haa been made. <About 3,- 
750,000 acres are momm.useless because 
of being under water a. “me or 
subject to frequent overflows. 

The commission also has made a 
preliminary study of resources in the 
matter of water power. Figures have 
been obtained showing the horse- 
power possible to be created at all of 
the water-power sites now in use, and 
an enumeration has been, made of 
ebandoned sites and prospective sites. 

The officers of the commission say 
that the resources of Missouri in un- 
developed water power run to stu- 
per.dous figures and far exceed the 
resources of any other state in the 
Union. In this regard the Ozark re- 
GSions especially are rich in small and 
turbulent streams, containing, at fre- 
quent intervals, suitable sites for 
water-power plants. 

The commission also has investigated 
the subject-of flood prevention. At the 
last big flood, in 1999, more than $15,000,- 
060 of growing crops was destroyed. 
This sum, added to the consequent de- 


preciation in value of farm lands along | 


the river, runs the total loss to the 
State in assessable wealth Up to near 
$50,000,000. 

There are laws authorizing\the forma- 
tion of levee districts, but so far these 
laws have not been taken advantage 
of to any great extent, and it is probable 
that the commission will -recommend the 
passage of more encouraging laws in the 
future.

Continued favorable weather had con- 
siderable influence on sentiment regard- 
ing the prospective production of cot- 
ton, and as a result the market met with 
quite a serious reaction the beginning 
of the past week.

Country Cotton Off. 

Prices of cotton in the country have 
undergone a serious break in conse- 
quence of the practical settlement of 
the bill of lading dispute. It was given 
out in New York* Monday that ‘Euro- 
pean bankers would continue to accept 
American bills of lading without guar- 
antee until Dec. 31. If the statement 
is taken literally, it merely means that 
the trouble is to be deferred a few 
'Imonths, but most of those interested 
are of the opinion that the question 
will never be resurrected. 

Up to a few days ago there was 
enormous buying in the interior in order 
that the exporters might get their bills 
of lading to Liverpool before the end 
of this month, when the arbitrary rul- 
ing of the European bankers not to ac- 
cept ladings unless absolutely guar- 
anteed was to have become effective. 
Hence the unusual demand and the 
high prices in the country. 

No Serious Break. 

Any serious break in the price of 
cotton, seems to be altogéther im- 
probable for the reason that almost 
everyone in the raw cotton and the 
cotton goods trade, seems to have 


resigned themselves to approximately 
a 16 cent level for the staple. The 


mills of this country are not nearly 
so positive that cotton is too high, 
as they were a month or two ago 
and, consequently, are more ready 
buyers. The farmer, while he has 
shown a disposition to market his 
cotton rather freely, is conceded to 
be in a position to hold, should prices 
decline seriously. Therefore, the out- 
look is rather for a steady market, 
with slight fluctuations from time to 
time, resulting from frost scares, etc. 

The Galveston spot market quotes 


middling cotton at 14%c; New Or- 
leans, at 14% Cc; Memphis, at 
144%c, and St. Louis, at i4%c. An 


unusually heavy into-sight movement 
is expected during the next week or 
two, on account of the excellent ma- 
turing weather throughout the belt 
lately, and of the general disposition 
to market crops as soon as made. 
During the week just ended, one year 
ago, there was more cotton brought 
into sight than during any week of 
the season. The movement at pres- 
ent is as heavy and promises to in- 
crease slightly next week.

He urged :that all the 
Kansas high schools and colleges should have 
a course in home-making and cooking, t 
teach young women how to. take care of their 
homes and -prepare good food: for their hys- 
bands and families.. He asserted that one- 
half the divorces granted in Kansas were di- 
rectly due to poor cooking and poor house- 
keeping. 
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While other politicians were talking about: 


the tariff, the trusts, conservation, land 
frauds and other things, the Republican can- 
didate for governor was talking salt-rising 
bread as a paramount issue and politics and 
policies as’ incidental issues. - The politi- 
cians on the other side contended that Stubbs 
was. “‘playing to. the women,’’ getting them 
excited.and interested with the idea that the 
women would electioneer for him in their 
homes. 

Whether or not the salt-rising bread talk 
caused any man to vote for the Governor 
because, their wives were interested in salt- 
rising bread is not: known. But.it is certain 
that it did arouse the women. 

’ There ‘never was such a ‘turning to_the 
bread pans in.Kansas 4s has been the case 
in the last two or three years. Women who 


‘have not baked bread for years, many who 


never baked bread, are now making fine salt- 
rising bread for their families. 

The Governor.'and Miss Stubbs. have re- 

ceived thousands of letters, not only from 


Kansas, but from every state in the Union, 














about salt-rising bread and how to make it. 
Many women ask for the recipe and often 
men write to the Governor or to Miss Stubbs 
and ask that it be sent to their wives. 

Here is the recipe for salt-rising bread, 
dictated by Miss Stubbs: 

‘“‘The Starter: At night take one-half a 
cupful of corn meal. and a small pinch of 
sugar and salt each. Scald with new milk, 
heated to the boiling point and miz to the 
thickness of mush. I usually make this up 
in the cup. Wrap-in a clean cloth and put 
in a warm place overnight. 

‘‘The Sponge: In the morning take a one 
gallon stone jar and in this put one scant 
cup of new milk. Add a level teaspoonful 
of salt and one of sugar. Scald this with 
three cups of water heated to the boiling 
point. 

“*i would advise your getting a milk 
thermomenter if you wish to have success. 
Reduce the temperature to 108 degrees with 
cold water. Then add flour and mix to a 
good batter and lastly miz in the *‘Starter.”’ 
Cover with a plate. Put_.this stone jar into 
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a large kettle of water and keep this water 
at a temperature of 108 degrees until the 
sponge raises: It should rasse at least an 
inch and one-half. 

‘When it has raised, mz to a stiff dough 
and make into the loaves and put into pans. 
Do not let the heat out of the dough while 
working. Crease your loaves’ well on top 
and set your bread where tt will be warm. 
I use small single granite pans for baking. 
After the loaves raise, bake in a medium 
oven for one hour and ten minutes. After 
taking loaves from oven wrap up well in 
bread cloth.’’ 

The Governor and Miss Stubbs receive 
many letters each week, telling of the re- 
sults of their work in salt-rising bread and 
asking for further information about some 
point. Miss Stubbs has given several ad- 
dresses before women’s clubs and in domes- 
tic science schools. and hag often demon- 
strated. the making of salt-rising bread.

They owned two of the largest 
wholesale horses in the world, main. 
tained a great number of facteries, 
some of them being the largest in 
Great Britain, and owned and op 
erated eight ocean liners’ for the 
transportation of goods and passen- 
gers. It was claimed that they had 
reduced the cost of passing goods 
from produters to consumers from 
38 1-6 per cent to 61-2 per cent. 

The oreanizetions carry on a vast 
amount of banking, fire, life and ac- 
cident inguran*e, education, recrea- 
ticn and rolal enioyment: 

The orizinal Toad Lane store has 
expanded into a central station that 
it tates an hour to walk throuch.

Owns Much Real Estate. 


One ef the mest important growths 
of the society is its possession of a 
great estate comprising whole streets 
of houses built for ite members.

All this has grown out of the ef- 
forts of 28 poor weavérs, who had 
the independence -to try to help 
themselves out of intolerable condi 
tions, exorbitant prices and uncer- 
tain labor.

The Fashion in England. 


What is known in smart English 
sxiety as “The Etores” is the estab- 
lishment of the Armv and Navy Co- 
Operative Society, Limited, a close 
erorporaticn which came into being 
Feb, 15, 1872, with a capital of $75,- 
000, held in $6 shares. In 1876 its 
daily sales had reached over $15,000, 
and its paid-up capital amounted to 
$250,000. Now the figures. of its 
sales, profits and capitaliaztion are 
not easy to obtain. . 

It was established on the Roch- 
"ale plan, by officers of the army and 
navy, who desired to avoid the extor- 
tion ef Lendon tailors and other 
merchants, who looked upon them

after. . Subscribers have no share in 
the profits, only the right to buy

Guerin, a young artist with whom 
she was infatuated, in Chicago. She 
pleaded the “unwritten: law.” 

Nan Patterson was accused of 
shooting Caesar Young, an English 
sporting man in a hansom on Broad- 
way. Again the “unwritten law’— 
although Young was married. 


No Women Prisoners in Arkansas. 


A dozen instances might be cited 
in the last year or two where women 
have taken the lives of men and 
pleaded the “unwritten law” in de- 
fense. There is no record that any 
of them have been hanged or gone 
to the penitentiary. 

But in the State of Arkansas ex- 
ists the most remarkable condition 
of affairs of all. Women have been 
convicted of murder or felonies of 
any degree at great expense, but 
they have not been punished. The 
penitentiary will not receive them, 
and they are almost invariably par- 
doned by the Governor because there 
is no place in which to incarcerate 
them for punishment or reform. 


The reasons for this are, that no 
provision has ever been made in 
the Arkansas State penitentiary for 
white women. ‘The wardens refuse 
to receive female convicts and sub- 
ject them to contact with male negro 
convicts. White women have been 
incarcerated in the Arkansas peni- 
tentiary, but it was in the dark days 
when that prison had the reputation 
of being an inferno in every sense of 
the word. It has never been denied 
that in those days negroes were fre- 
quently flogged to death. and ,in 
many instances they were kiiied by 
wardens and guards when the taking 
of lives was not only unnevessary 
but wantonly committed. 

In those days white women were 
submitted to the hardest of manual 
toil, for instance, washing the heavy 
striped clothes of the other con- 
victs, and cases of tuherculosis de- 
veloped rapidly among them. This 
aroused such a protest from humane 
people that it was stopped, but no 
provision for the reception and care 
of white female convicts has ever 
been made. 


Pardoned Bejore Appeal. 


A week or 80 ago Mrs. R. Mingey, 
a white woman convicted in Little 
River County of forgery, was sen- 
tenced to serve three years in the 
penitentiary. An appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court of the State, 
but before it could be perfected 
Circuit Judge J, 8, Stee? and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney J. ©. Pinnix filed 
a petition with Gov. Donaghey ask- 
ing for a pardon, which was imme- 
diately issued, and Mrs. Mingey was 
released. 7 

A reporter for the Sunday Post- 
Dispateh asked Gov. Donaghey what 
he would do if a white woman were 
convicted and sentenced to serve a 
term in the penitentiary. 

“What could T do but pardon her?” 
replied the Governor. “There is 
no provision made for white female 
convicts in the Arkansas peniten- 
tiary, and no man, with civilization 
as advanced as it is today, could per- 
mit a white woman to go into a place 
of that kind and put up with all sorts 
of indignities and in contact with 
all sorts of criminals, black and 
white. 

“But white women are not eften 
sentenced to the penitentiary in this 
State, and so I am not often called 


upon to exercise the pardoning func- 


“Of course, should the State be- 
come overrun with bad women who 
might inaugurate a carnival of erime 
just because the courts are not send: 
ing women to the prison, the Legis- 
lature would be compelled to make 
sme provision for their imprison. 
ment, 

“As long as } am Governor no 
white woman shall hang for commit- 
ting mu-der, nor shall any white 
womea.u cicer the penitentiary unless 


the conditions are most extraordi- 
nary.” 

When Jéff Davis was Governor of 
Arkansas a white woman was con- 
victed of larceny at Fort Smith cand 
sentenced “to the penitentiary. She 
was on her way to Little Roek to 
prison'when Gov. Davis was notified 
of her plight. He immediately made 
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out and signed her pardon, and it 
was handed to her at the gates of the 
penitentiary, which she never. en- 
tered. 

A short time before this conviction 
a prosecuting attorney of Fort Smith, 
driven desperate through the failure 
of citizens to help him in his erusade 
against seii:ng liquor on Sunday, 
gambling and other crimes in which 
women were implicated, summoned 
these very women as members of a 
jury and tried a liquor case before 
them. When Gov. Davis was issuing 
the pardon of the woman spoken of, 
he said. “This woman is competent 
to serve on that jury at Fort Smith, 
and I will restore her citizenship, so 
that she may return and do so.” With 
this bit of fine irony he turned her 
loose, but it is not recorded that she 
did her duty as a juror. 

From that time unti) two years 
azo a white woman was never start- 
ed to the penitentiary with @ com- 
mitment calling for her incarcera- 
tion until Lula Shaw, a young wom- 
an of Crawford County, arrived 
under sentence of six moths for 
having killed her mother: 

Kept in the Hospital. 

When she arrived at the prison 
Supt. James A. Pitcock was much 
perplexed. He did not know what 
to do, but he accepted her, and for 
two weeks kept her in the hospital. 
Then he took the matter up with the 
Penitentiary Board and secured an 
order to have her removed to the 
Arkansas Reform School, where she 
had perfect freedom until her sen- 
tence was served. 

In various parts of Arkansas at the 
present time there are @ number of 
women charged with ctimes, but 
should they be convicted they wil] 
not reach the penitentiary, for the 
citizens Will at once petition the Gov- 
ernor to pardon them, with the pro- 
vision, in some instances, that they 


Yeave the State, never to return. 


T'wo murder cases are now pending 
trial in the State in which the de- 
tendants are women. Mrs. George 
Keeney of Randolph County is 





charged with being an acceasory to 
the murder of her husband by Charles 
Pickett, a farmhand with whom she 
is said to.have been infaiuated. The 
other woman is Miss Laura Whisen- 
hunt of Howard County, who is 
under indictment on a charge of kill- 
ing her husband. 

Convicts Are Employed Outside. 

Few convicts are worked within 
the walls of the Arkansas peniten- 
tiary, and those only about the kitch- 
ens, hospitals and stables. Less than 
fifty men altogether are kept about 
the prison, which is nothing more 
than a detention camp. The negro 
convicts are worked on the State 
farm, which is in the river bottom 
in Lincoln County. The white con- 
victs and the overflow of negroes 
work on the railroads of the State, 
for which contractors pay $1 a day 
a head hire to the State. 

It would not be difficult to érect 
a smal] building for white women 
within the prison walis,. but so few 
white women are ever convicted in 
the State that the authorities in 
charge of prison affairs fight shy of 
the idea of admitting one or two 
white women inside the walls. 

The almost impossible feat of con- 
victing women for either minor or 
‘major crimes in the United States is 
a matter of much concern to law: 
yers and jurists. It seems imposs!- 
ble to get a jury of men to bring 
themselves to utter a conviction; 
either they dodge the issue in a hung 
jury, or they acquit, 

This state of affairs is due to two 
things, a sense of chivalry and an 
eloquent criminal lawyer who im- 
presses upon the jury the sez of the 
prisoner, and the palpable fact that 
each juror bas or bad a mether. a 
wife, a sister or a daucbter. This, 
without fail, does the business, @l- 
thouch the jurors may have »vositive 
avinions about the guilt of the pris- 
oner.

HILE the ability to judge righteously has been denied man, 

P \W while none but the Creator can judge His creatures, the 

failures of juries to approach justice— 

to women in many instances, and to men frequently because of 

political influence—Missouri having recently furnished a flagrant 

example of the former, and Illinois of the latter—would seem to 

demand a change in our method of invoking the aid of the blind 

goddess, whose loss of the one sense seems to have increased the 
acuteness of her hearing when the guinea clinks. 

When a system fails utterly to do the work for which it. 
was designed it must elther be reformed and rendered serviceable 
er abolished and a better system adopted. 
has been demonstrated, for a jury to return a just and equitable 
verdict in cases of women, because of a latent and inherent sort 
of unwritten courtesy between the sexes; if a -jury of men will 
yield to sickly sentimentality and incline to leniency toward women 
prisoners, instead of cofsidering simple justice, our jury system 
is, beyond all doubt, an absolute failure. 
or abolished, whichever would accomplish the desired result most 


The remedy would seem to lie in educating the people away 
from their false standard of so-called chivalry, and into the proper 
humane and judicial attitude of dispensing justice regardless of 
sex or any other consideration. Educate men and women to a reali- 
zation of the fact that the greatest kindness lies in the rendition of 
absolute justice—not in fhe tolerance of or pardon for evil doing. 
Teach jurors that the inflictfon of the penalty by the deed under 
the circumstances is a most. humane act, as it would, if properly 
executed, advance the welfare of the criminal and the welfare of

before they ever enter a jury box is 
that usually the crimes committea 
by women are those inspired by emo- 
tion. Women are not mercenary in 
their crimes, They are seldom 
thieves and , and when they 
commit a crime it 18 usually because 
their affection has been attacl ed, 
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“As long as men have the feeling 
they have for their mothers, w:ves 
and daughters, they are not going to 
send other men’s mothers, wives and 
daughters to the hell holes known as 
penitentiaries. They will give them 
a Scotch verdict first, or acquit them 
altogether. 

“There are many women who uave 
committed crimes and who are of 
crim:na] tendency who ought to be 
punished. But the law says they 
must be punished so-and-so, and men 
will not subject them to this because 
they know that the law is old and 
has outlived its usefulness, and that 
the punishment meted inside the av- 
erage modern penitentiary is nothing 
short of barbarous. 

“The laws are not made for the 
just and equable punishment of wom- 
en. It is pointed out that prisons are 
for the protection of society from a 
class that is seeking to do it harm, 
but women who have committed one 
crime suggested by emotional excite- 
ment are not likely to proceed in 
crime and do society much harm. On 
the other hand, if she is incarcerat- 
ed in a penitentiary she is ruined for 
life. She ig a lost creature forever. 

“In cases of the so-called ‘unwrit- 
ten law,’ the sympathy of most mep 
goes to the woman naturally, and the 
exercise of the law as laid down in 
the statutes is never in accord with 
these sympathies. There is no law 
to meet the conditions as the jurors 
see them. Every lawyer knows ‘hat 
the present laws are clumsy and in- 
efficient. Our criminal law is the

OWN on the east coast of Texas,

States Government is establishing a 
great new naval base. 

One hundred and fifty miles west 
and a little north of that point enor- 
mous .sums are being spent making 
the greatest military post this coun- 
try knows. 

Aransas Pass is the naval base thus 
being prepared; Fort Sam Houston, 

~‘e« the military post. 

Why is this being done? 

Military and naval officials, in pri- 
vate and among themselves, regard 
the answer to that question as an 
open secret. 

it is the beginning of our new, “‘far- 
flung battle line,” made necessary by 
the change in the military and com- 
mercial maps of the world which the 
Panama Cana! will bring, and by the 
unrest of Mexico and Latin America 
generally. 

Their Great Strategic Value. 

At Aransas Pass $2,500,000 has 
recently been spent in providing a 
harbor and roadstead for the United 
States battle. fleets. At Fort Sam 
Houston $4,000,000 has been expended 
during the last five years enlarging 
and adding facilities to the army 
post.. In both places the expendi- 
tures continue. 

Only a glance at the map is re- 


. quired to show the strategic value of 


these two places, but a detailed study 


/ ig necessary to see how the War and 
‘Navy departments are taking advan- 


tage of them. 

Aransas Pass, when the Govern- 
ment improvements are completed, 
will be the great naval base of the 
South, Newport News on the Atlantic 
Coast and Mare Island on the Pa- 
cific being the other two most im- 
portant ones. 

Aransas Pass harbor is.a_land- 
locked bay 50 miles long, guarded at 
the mouth by a series of smal] islands 
and on either side by great bluffs, 
which can be impregnably fortified. 
The Government is deepening the 
channel within this bay, addihg to 
the natural advat.tages at its mouth 
and fortifying one of the islands. 


An Automatic Sluicing System. 


Two jetties have been built, ex- 
tending out from the islands lying at 
the mouth of the harbor, one of them 
for a mile and a half, the other to a 
Somewhat lesser distance. These 
jetties, talren in conjunction with the 
peculiar positions of the islands 
agninet which they abut, form an au- 
tomatic sluicing system, which keeps 

‘he channel at a proper depth and 
aarnesses the tides in the capacity of 
vonstantly operating dredging ma- 
*hinery. 

,» At the opening of the channel into 
the series uf bays at Aransas Pass 
are two islands—St. Joseph and Mus- 
tang, with the entrance between. Just 
back .of them is Harbor Island, with 
a wonderful natural anchorage. : 

When the Government sought to

Although the Government is not 
giving out its plans in advance, St.

declare that the rext step will be the 
building of great dry docks and the 
erection of repairing machinery at 
Aransas Pass. 

Why is all this being dpne? 

W. A. Du Puy, a Washington cor- 
respondent of standing, with access 
to authentic sources of informdtion, 
after reviewing the various expendi- 
tures which have now been made, 
puts it in this way: 

“This carries the work of prepara- 
tion well toward completion and the 
time has arrived when the hand of 
the Government must be shown and 
the big military. scheme removed from 
that secrecy which the Government 
throws around its military plans. 

“It may be stated, therefore, that 
the Government believes the greatest 
war dangér of the future is to the 
south.. There is the region of dis- 
quietude and unrest. There is the 
interest of ‘the nation growing, for 
there is the Panama Canal. 7 


An Eye on Mezxico. 


“There is Mexico, long held’ in 
peace by Diaz, but soon to be turned 
over to others. In this, the strong- 
est of Latin-American countries, stu- 
dents of affairs expect only chaos 
when Diaz dies.” 

Corroboration of this view is to be 
found on every hand: Although a 
naval base of great strategic import- 
ance, Key West has no such facili- 
ties for sheltering a fleet as those 
preparing at Aransas Pass. In com- 
parison {it is unprotected from storms, 
and it has not the anchorage. Neither 
has it docks or machinery for re- 
pairs equal to those that are said tu 
be in contemplation at Aransas Pass. 

‘New Orleans, while a great port, 
has never. been considered in naval 
circles in comparison with Newport 
Newe or Mare Island, and quite evi- 
dently never will be. Obviously New- 
port News and Mare Island are too 
far away from the canal and the ad- 
jacent Caribbean Sea furnish the 
seat of opérations for the navy in 
that. section. . 

With Aransas Pass as its base, the 
American Navy can watch the At- 
lantic mouth of the Panama Canal— 
which means, also, immediate access 
to -the Pacific—and can keep an eye 
on Vera Cruz, the great Mexican 
harbot of the east coast,’and other 
harbors on the gulf coast of Mexico, 
Jamaica and the Bermudas, where are 
English ports and coaling stations: 
St. Thomas, the Danish possessions 
which Gemany has frequently been 
ac ‘of coveting and dickering 
fot, and which commands the Virgin 
Passage, and, in conjunction with 
operations from Newport News, Key 
West and other points, can hold the 
Yucatan Channel] and the Windward 
Passage against all comers. 

In' the interesting event of a clash 
between American and European 
capitalistic interests in Mexico after 
the death of Diaz, and the interven- 
tion by foreign powers or the I'nited 
States which many serious writers 
and thinkers are now predicting, tne

great railroad gateways to Mexico, 
commanding the Mexican National 
and Mexican Central railways. Thus 
the land and gulf sides of Mexico are 
being put at the mercy of the United 
States Army and Navy by the com- 
bination of army and navy facilities 
at Fort Sam Houston and Aransas 
Pass 

Back of all these immediately loca] 
advantages of the two great new de- 
fensive and offensive bases are the 
sources of supply, and they are no 
less remarkable. 

Take the question of commissary. 
Both Aransas Pass and Fort Sam 
Houston are within easy reach of 
the great wheat, corn and cattle 
helts of the country. From Texas, 
O’lahoma, Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, 
(llinois, Missouri and other states, 
food and supplies for men and ani- 
mals can be thrown into the two 
places by the train load, beginning on 
24-hours’ notice and continuing in- 


all the forts and army ribervations of 
the Southwest and Middle West, are 
on railroads centering in San An- 
tonio, and the movement of soldiers, 
munitions, horses and supplies from 
those places and other interior points 
to the border can go on unretarded 
either by the lack of facilities or the 
interruption of foreign enemies. 

Likewise ig this true of the naval 
base at Aransas Pass. Guns, amu- 
nition, repairs and auxiliaries can be 
sent by rail from Mare Island, the 
Brooklyn navy yard, Newport News 
and other points w:thout let or hin- 
drance. 

Examine the map of the West In- 
dies and we find that the United 
States controls the Straits of Fiori- 
da, the gulf entranee and Havana, 
which means Cuba, from Key West; 
the Yucavan Channel from Bahia 
Honda on the north end of Cuba, 
and the Isle of Pines; the Windward 
Passage from Guantanamo on the 
south end of Cuba, and the Mona and 
Virgin passages, to a greater or less 


extent, from Porto Rico. 

Many millions have been spent in 
providing fortifications and defenses 
at these points, especially at Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, and there are stores 
of coal and facilities for repairs. 


But the great base back of these ' 








has been, up to now, Newport News, 
far up the Atlantic Coast at the en- 
‘rance to Chesapeake Bay. Newport 
News is too far from the Carib- 
bean outposts guarding the Panama 
Canal to be of the highest effective- 
ness in case of war—and no matter 
how far distant tt may be, navies, 
armies, forts and coast defenses are 
brought into existence with an eye 
single to the time when war shall 
come, 

To remedy this situation has been 
an obvious necessity, and naval men 
say that Aransas Pass is the rem- 
edy. With Aransas Pass as a base 
for supplies and repairs, our navy, 
defending the Panama Canal’ from 
blockade, would be fighting with its 
back to the wall, the fortifications 
which guard the Atlantic passages to 
the Panama Canal then becoming 
also the defenses behind which the 
navy could fight. 

In case of trouble ir the South, 
éither in Mexico or the other coun- 
tries nearer to the Panama Canal, 
when the chief battles might not be 
fought at. sea, Aransas Pass  be- 
comes the poin. of embarkation for 
soldiers and supplies from Fort Sam 
Houston, 

Because of its magnificent harbor 
and roadstead any required number 
of transports can come into port 
there, be loaded and depart for the 
scene of military activities. These 
advantages have been understood for 
many years by the National Govern- 
ment, but the occasion for them be- 
ing taken advantage of has only 
risen since the PanamagCanal became 
a factor in the naval and military 
arrangements of the country. 

Several attempts have been made 
in the past to' have the Government 
develop Aransas Pass, but those who 
believed it to be the proper thing 
could not gain support until the 
Panama Canal was begun. 

In the meantime private citizens 
have attempted to forestall the inevi- 
table at various times, with the cope 
of profiting by what they regarded 
as the certain ultimate action of the 
Government as it is now being taken. 
Several companies of men have ac- 
quired property and rights around 
Aransas Pass, and some of them have 
spent fortunes there. 

These have chiefly been land de- 
velopment companies who believed a 
great city would some day spring up 
at this point. 

St. Louis men and money have 


been’ prominent in this work. Only 
a few years ago promoters here in- 
terested local capital in a develop- 
ment scheme at Aransas Pass which 
promised to, be a big money maker. 


Probably it would have been, but 
it was as much too late as previous 
efforts had been too early. Just as 
the plan was approaching an effective 
stage the Government interfered 
with certain schemes attached to it, 
and also took over harbor rights 
which the company had been bank- 
ing on. 

At present, however, the towns 
along the immediately contiguous 
coast, and the owners of land,- are 
anticipating that the long-delayed 
“poom” will come and that a great 
population growth will be a feature 
following closely on the heels of the 
work the Governmert is doing in pre-

How Men 


£ O ONE whose thirst is quenched 

from a nickel-plated faucet, 

the bare facts of what lack of 
water means, in the desert’s kiln- 
dried air and blistering heat, sound 
like fanciful exaggeration. In the 
sink of Death Valley, where the mer- 
cury rises to 130 in the shade—with- 
out any shade—and the humidity 
falls to less than one per cent, men 
have gone insane with canteens less 
than an hour dry. They have fallen 
and died a scant quarter of a mile 
from a flowing spring. 

Dementia is, in such cases, an al- 
most invariable precursor of the end. 
It manifests itself strangely, and sel. 
dom twice alike. Near the head of 
the grimly-named Paradise Valley, 
stretching to the north from the Cal. 
ico. Range, is a large yucca under 
which is a great heap of bowlders. 
Beside it, a pine board, nailed to a 
stake, bears the penciled scrawl:

The car and those in charge of it 
acquaint the people of Missouri ev- 
erywhere they go with the fact that 
about 10,000 Missourians die every 
year from tuberculosis, that this sac- 
rifice is. needléss, that the disease 
will continue to claim aa increasing 
number of victims unless definite 
and immediate preventive measures 
are inaugurated, but that it is pos- 
sible for a tremendous reduetien in 
the death rate to be made during the 
present decafle. 

This reduction is to be accom- 
plished by educating the people to 
the fact that tuberculosis is com- 
municable, preventabie and curable, 





and how these things may be ac- 
complished by the counties making 
hospitals and sanitorium provision 
for its consumptives, by free dispen- 
saries in the smaller cities and visit- 
ing nurses in the villages; by re- 
quiring patients to live in such a 
manner as to protect others, and by 
the disinfection and renovation of 
rooms occupied by consumptives 
after death or removal.

EAR the wild duck’s challenge ana the hunt- 

H er’s quick answer! It signals the opening 

of the game season in the Gulf Coast coun- 

try of Texas, the beginning of an annual slaugh- 

ter of millions of water fowl which infest ‘the 

coastal plains between Port Arthur and Point 

Isabel, said by many sportsmen to be the great- 
est winter hunting grounds in America. 

You who have almost frozen in. your rubber 
boots bd@&ind a brace of wooden decoys on some 
inland lake or river, and who have pleadingly 
piped a call to the straggling drake that soars 
over a distant bluff, without ever bringing a 
feather or so much as pleasing your nostrils with 
a whiff of powder smoke, you, old Sureshot, 
should delight your soul with the sight of one 
of these bays along the Texas coast, which at this 
time of the year is literally swarming with ducks, 
geese, snipe, plover and all manner of birds that 
frequent the South in winter. 

All one wants in a country like this is a 10- 
gauged pump gun and plenty of shells, each with 
a good drive of powder behind a liberal] charge 
of No. 6 shot. The game isn’t caged to be shot 
at through wire mesh, but it is around in such 
abundance that a man has no chance to get lone- 
some, and if he is a fair marksman, the invari- 
able reward is a bag well filled with mallards 
and canvasbacks, with, maybe, a goose or brant 
thrown in. 

There is no:’trouble about getting at the game 
in the coast country. .:f a man shoots at every- 
thing he sees he will soon run out of ammunition. 
If he hits everything he shoots at, he will soon 
reach the legal limit. The duck hunter is the 
busiest man in the land. 

The Texas game law allows the hunter to kill 
25 specimens of each variety, and there is no end 
to the varieties of game birds that winter in this 
section. There are Canada geese, Hutchins geese, 
white-fronted geese, brant, ‘canvasback ducks, 
redheads, pintails, black mallards, ordinary mal- 
lards, blue-winged teal, bluebills, plover and 
snipe—all these upon the water, in the marshes 
and around the grain fields. On the prairies and 
ip, the chaparral are quail, turkeys, Mexican 
pheasants, deer and javelins. In the canebrakes 
and thickets are black bear. 


Greatest of all the sports in this country is 
duck shooting. The birds begin coming in during 
September, October brings another great swarm, 
and by the 1st of November the last have arrived 
from their distant homes for a winter vacation in 
the balmy climate of the coast country. Shooting 
continues good from this time until March or 
April, when the millions of birds that have es- 
caped the hunter’s aim, fattened by the plentiful 
rations they have found here, take wing and re- 
turn again to their Northern habitats. 

Hunting the water fowl is done mostly from 
blinds. Duck and geege, when not foraging in the 
rice fields or in the marsh grass, gather in great 
flocks upon the inland bays, bayous, lakes and 
streams which open into the Gulf. Along the 
banks of these waterways are covers formed by 
the tall grass, fallen trees or brush, which has 
been piled in heaps. The hunter seeks a hiding 
place behind these shields and abides the time, 
which will not be long distant, when a flock of 
birds will alight within range of his gun. 

In the rice fields one may either lie in wait 
for the winged game or stalk them while they 
are feeding in the stubble and grass, which some- 
times is quite dry and offers no obstacles to re- 
covering the game, once it has been killed. The 
birds gather in these places in great numbers 
and are not easily frightened away by the hunt- 
er’s presence or by the discharge of the gun. They 
may fly away, but they wil. come back, or others 
will come in their places. Snipe and plover are 
plentiful along the irrigating ditches and in the 
marshes. 

Hunting parties usually start from some of the 
larger towns, using a launch to reach the better 
hunting grounds. Each hunter finds himself a 
blind, from which he can obtain an open view of 
the water, and the birds are flushed from one 
place only to seek shelter near the blind of an- 
other hunter. In this way the flocks are buf- 
feted about until the sportive appetite of their 
pursuers are satisfied, when the game is brought 
aboard the little craft and the party returns to 
the comforts to be found in the modern hotel. 
It is not infrequent for such parties to get back 
to their hotel or club: before breakfast, well satis- 
fied with the day’s work. 

There is good shooting within an hour’s 
ride of Houston. Those who make Galves- 
ton their headquarters take a gasoline launch

At Brazoria the hunter has the choice of duck 
shooting or bear hunting. Big game is plentiful 
in the dense timber along the Brazos River. 
There are good guides and trained dogs at Bra- 
zoria for those who want to go in quest of game 
such as Col. Roosevelt might prefer to hunt. 

Bay City, Palacios, Port Lavaca and Port O’Con- 
nor are all well known to the sportsmen. There 
are large rice fields at Bay City and the old resi- 
dents declare that you can kill with a stick all 
the ducks and geese you want, but the visiting 
sportsman would probably better succeed with a 
gun, which he would probably prefer to use, for 
the pleasure it would give him. Port O’Connor 
is on Matagorda Bay, where the shallow waters 
are littered with birds. Just across the bay from 
Port O’Connor is Pelican Island, a_ celebrated 
hunting country. 

Near Vanderbilt, Ben West and Placedo there 
is fine shooting around the smaller waterways, 
on the prairies and along the coast, which is not 
far distant. Refugio and Sinton are headquarters 
for many hunting parties. From Corpus Christi 
hunters set out for the game haunts around Rock- 
port and at the mouth of the Nueces River. Ducks 
and geese, snipe and plover are plentiful around 
the water and the dry lands abound in quail and 
other game. 

Out a little ways from Kingsville the hunter 
will flush a covey of quail from nearly every cac- 
tus bush. There are also deer and turkey and 
not a few javelins. These are a type of wild 
hogs, somewhat, smaller and much quicker than 
the wild boars of Europe. 

At Riviera, Raymondville, Sebastian, Hallingen, 
Mercedes, Mission, Sam Fordyce and San Bonito 
one will find in abundance all the varieties of 
game tnat have been mentioned, and, in addition,

Mexican side and which are not to be found 
in other parts of the coast country.

And around Brownsville there are some other 
large game in the way ‘of leopard cats, javelin, 
deer and armadillos. It is probably th® one place 
in the United States whére a man is almost sure 
of getting a few choice shots at deer and turkeys, 
game that is becoming exceedingly rare in a 
country where once they were plentiful, . 

Sportsmen who have been in the coast country 
of Texas at all seasons say that the best time 
for bagging game is between Oct. 1 and March 
15. The winters are mild.‘ One may shoot ducks 
in the morning and go bathing in the evening: 
There is practically no cold weather; a frost, 
maybe, but no snow. For camping and outdoor 
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of hunting is at its best.
